TOKYO (from Japanese broad- 
casts), Sept. 25 (AP). — Imperial 
headquarters announced today that 
part of the Japanese naval forces 
now. is operating in the ‘Atlantic 
“in close co-operation with the Axis 


navies.” 

One Japanese submarine operat- 
ing in the Atlantic, the commu- 
nique said, “recently called at a 
certain German naval base and 
again. set sail’ for strategic wa- 
ters.”. The announcement. said the 
opérations of the Japanese Navy in 
the Atlantic were “parallel to a 
German naval operation in the In- 
dian Ocean,” which was not elabo- 
rated upon, and “highly significant 
as they represent joint Japanese- 
Axis naval operations against the 


anti-Axis powers.” 

(The Berlin radio announcement 
of the Tokyo communique added 
the words “in Europe” to the “cer- 
tain. German naval base” men- 
tioned by the Japanese. This did 
not necessarily mean that the 
Japahese submarine reached a 
German .port since it might have 
been refueled at an occupied 
French base such as Bordeaux.

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NEW DELHI, Sept. 25 (AP).— 
Indian mobs have been machine 


gunned from the air five’ times 
since the independence movement 
broke into violence last month, 
Gen. Sir Alan F,. Hartley, deputy 
British commander-in-chief in 
India, disclosed today. 

Hartley, told the Council of State 
that the machine guns were used 
in the eastern frontier area where 
most of the outbreaks occurred. 
He said flares were~used first to 
frighten the Indian crowds away 
from railway lines where they were 
trying to halt trains.

~jand@ night German air attack on a 
Russia-bound convoy in the icy 
Arctic, was described yesterday by 
Second Mate John Cassin Dyer, 
U, 8S. N. R., home on leave. 

The convoy was his first assign- 
ment after his previous ship was 
torpedoed and sunk in the Carib- 
bean, 

It was a big convoy, Dyer said, 
“and just off the coast on the oth- 
er side thick fog set in.” When- 
ever the fog cleared slightly they 
could see they were under observa- 
tion by German. Dornier planes. 
Finally after several days the sun 
came out. Immediately German 
dive bombers and submarines 
struck simultaneously. Within a 
minute, two ships had been put out 
of the fight but in the ensuing 40- 
minute battle the convoy guns had 
sunk: one submarine and downed 
five planes. The next day there 
was another battle and the enemy 
was driven off. 


18 Hours at Guns. 


The third day found the convoy 
under the midnight sun. “From 
9:30 that morning to 10:30 p. m.,” 
Dyer asserted, “the waves of 
Focke-Wulf high aititude bombers 
and torpedo planes came over 
hourly. . . . God, it was awful— 
ships going down, men swimming 
in icy water, ships burning and ex- 
ploding.

He 
said he took witk him a car load 
of articles that had been packed 
for the moving, and that he re- 
turned to the Devonshire address, 
and took his parents to the new 
home about 8 p. m. 

Heated Argument. 

“We worked there hanging 
draperies and doing other work 
until about 10 o’clock,” Nash re- 
lated. During the entire period an 
argument that had started that 
afternoon .between him and his 
father “continued with growing 
heat.” 

“When we left I was driving. 
My father was in the front seat 
and my mother was in the rear,” 
he said. Nash told of driving into 
the county, through Shrewsbury 
and Maplewood. They drove to 
Lindbergh boulevard and _ then 
went north to a bridge, where 
they turned and came back south 
along the same road. 

“During the entire time the ar- 
gument continued between myself, 
my father and mother on the ques- 
tion of my leaving the new home, 
of her (Mrs. Nash) removing her- 
self from the new house, or my 
father changing his place of 
abode.” 

Nash explained later that his fa- 
ther had said that one of the two 
of them would have to leave home 
and that the mother, attempting 
to quiet them, had threatened that 
she would leave also if either her 
husband or son left. 

“Several times during the drive 
I had to stop the car, and pull over 
to the side of the road to continue 
the argument,” he went on. “Final- 
ly I turned off the main road into 
Utz lane, and drove to Howdershell 
road, and then we started north. 

Fight 

“Finally I stopped the car and 
turned off the ignition as the argu- 
ment continued. Then either I or 
my father swung at each other. 
Both of us opened the door, on our 
respective sides, and got out and 
walked to the right side of the 
road. My mother was still in the 
rear seat. 

“My father and I then argued 
for a time without striking, and 
my mother told ug to get back 
into the car. Neither of us did. 
We both went to the center of the 
road. We again swung at one an- 
other, and in the scuffle I was 
knocked to the ground once, as 
was my father before wé again 
stopped using our fists. 

“In the meantime, my mother 
had left the car, and was trying 
to keep us apart. A fist fight en- 
sued, and my mother told me to 
quit hitting him, and she would 
see that he quit hitting me. 

“T did not stop this time, and 
she turned with him and began 
striking me.”

Drives Away with Bodies. 

Nash fixed the time that he 
stopped the car at the site of the 
killing at about 12:30 a. m. Tues- 
day, and estimated that they were 
there about 45 minutes before he 
drove away with the bodies in the 
machine. 

“IT saw they were both dead,” 
he continued, “so I put the bodies 
in the car, my father in the trunk 
and my mother on the floor near 
the rear seat. I was winded after 
the fight, and did not put the 
bodies in the car immediately. 
When I did, I covered my mother’s 
body with a tarpaulin. There were 
three tarpaulins in the trunk, and 
I used one or two of them to 
cover my father’s body.” 

Nash gave a lengthy account of 
his drive home, and how he washed 
his hands of blood and changed 
hig bloody clothing while the car, 
with the two bodies in it, was 
parked in front of the house. “I 
lay down for awhile in the house,” 
he said, “I didn’t know what to 
do at that time, and [I thought 
along these lines for half an hour. 

“Finally I rolled the bloody shirt 
and trousers together and took my 
bloody jacket with me and drove 
away.” 

Nash gave substantially the 
same account of his experiences 
in Illinois 
previously had related. He told 
of checking his jacket in a locker 
in the railroad station at Spring- 
field and of hitch hiking back to 
St. Louis, arriving Tuesday at 1:15 


p. m. 

While making his statement 
Nash retained his attitude of cold- 
ness, but later objected to that 
description of himself.

Nash said that he and his fa- 
ther had had many verbal argu- 
ments previously, “but they never 
amounted to a whole lot. We got 
along well on the whole. Some- 
times we'd go eight or nine months 
without an argument and then 
sometimes one would start that 
would last a month. This one had 
been going on about 15 days and 
was caused by a lot of gripes that 
kept increasing. Monday night 
they all came to a head.” 

Why He Drove Into Mlinois. 

Nash said that, if he had known 
what would happen, “I'd never 
have fought with them.”

“You can see,” he said, “one of 
the reasons why we we're so in- 
terested in seeing that Uncle Sam 
gets all the scrap he can.” 

Casey is employed by Hunter- 
Hartman Corporation, 2665 Wash- 
ington avenue, makers of automo- 
tive equipment.

After sleeping 
on boards in a peasant’s cabin, 
the mother and wife walked an- 
other 13 miles to the railroad.

Stalingrad is the 
climax of a long series of punish- 
ing blows—but for the Russians, 
however cruelly difficult the 
months ahead may be, it is also 
merely the climax of the 1942 
summer campaign, 


No Sign of Letdown. 


The other. day, Willkie said, 
“Based on all the talks I have had 
in: the factories, on the collective 
farms and on the streets, every- 
where, I am convinced that there 
is no indication of any weakening 
of the spirit of resistance in this 
country. I deliberately searched 
for any sign of letdown, weaken- 
ing, or inclination toward appease- 
ment and I just couldn't find any 
indication of it at all.” 

During the five months which 
your correspondent has spent in 
the Soviet Union, he has also never 
heard a single Russian suggest 
that it might be better to call off 
the war or make terms with Adolf 
Hitler and the Nazis. Despite lost 
terrain in the Don, Kuban and the 
North Caucasus, despite the enor- 
mous cost of the foot-by-foot battle 
for Leningrad, even despite the 
very deep disillusionment of the 
Russians over the failure of their 
allies to open up a second front 
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in the west—despite all these suc- 
cessive blows and trials, the idea 
of quitting, or of reaching terms 
with the Fascist enemies, simply 
has no currency whatsoever in 
Russia today. 
' This does not mean for a mo- 
ment that either the Soviet lead- 
ers, or the Russian people, think 
that they can fight on indefinitely 
without far greater and far more 
active aid from the British and 
American armed forces.

Quisling: Hitier’s Puppets.’ 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

READ the news article, “Berlin 

Reported to Be Considering Ousting 
Quisling,” in the Sunday editorial sec- 
tion, and fee) urged to complete the 
dramatic story of which it is a part, and 
which I learned during my two-year stay 
in Sweden. 

The swift German occupation of Nor- 
way in the spring of 1940 was made pos- 
sible by the help of the party of Maj. 
Vidkun Quisling. After the departure 
of King Haakon, on June 6, 1940, his 
party was the only Norwegian organiza- 
tion recognized by the Nazis. Trying to 
use the Quisling or Hird party, as they 
called themselves, as a foundation for & 
Nazi Norway, Hitler sent High Commis- 
sioner Dr. Terboven to Oslo, who was 
to assist, and if necessary check, the 
Major. But as the Hird consisted of only 
3 per cent of the population and be- 
came very demanding in view of the 
German bayonéts, the other 97 per cent 
was soon violently opposed to them, and 
waves of sabotage were hurled at the 
intpuders and their accomplices. 

is caused Térboven to inflict severe 
punishments on the people, and Gen. 
von ‘Falkenhorst, commander of the 
forces of occupation, to ask Hitler to 
quit Quisling, assuring him of the im- 

bility of 3 per cent ruling 97 per 
cent, of the noxiousness of Dr. Terboven’s 
severe punishments and of the Norwe- 
gian persistency. 

Immediately all the anti-party Gen- 
erals backed Falkenhorst, seeing a good 
opportunity to beat the odious Nazis. 
But- the party men conspired, too, seeing 
that the hour would come when the 
Junkers would try to get rid of them. 
Hitler decided in favor of his old party 
comradés, and no prayers, complaints or 
threats from Falkenhorsat have yet 
changed his mind. 

On the contrary, Terboven was made 
more powerful than before and, as the 
Hird was despised by the Norwegians, 
he received reinforcements of German 
Nazi officials, whose impudence and 
harshness caused innumerable com- 
plaints to be written in vain by the t:n- 
happy Felkenhorst. oe 

Taking advantage of the bad situation 
of. his Generalé jast winter, Hitler ousted 
the most inconvenient master strate-'sts 
of the “old school” and assumed per- 
sonal leadership of the army. But he 
did so miserably bad that he had to 
recall the Generals and let them. make 
the best they could of the conditions he: 
had caused. This was Yon Falkenhorst’s 
opportunity to stop Quisling’s persecu- 
tion of the church and seize more power. 
But his joy soon endéd when Hitler be- 
gan a new purge, received unlimited 
powers over life and death ahd—made 
Quisling Prime Minister of Norway! 

The new Premier’s Government does 
not seem to have been successful, Thus 
Norway remains one of the many causes 
of enmity between Nazi party and Wehr- 
macht, which may have good results 
some day if we use it wisely.

ers! When the threat of runaway inflation makes 
it imperative to stabilize industrial wages, he wants 
to boost farm wages so high that men who have 
been lured into war factories by relatively high 
wages would be lured back to the fields by even 
higher wages. 

And he would have these wages translated into 
higher food prices which would automatically re- 
sult in still higher factory wages, and, by his own 
logic, in further increases in farm costs. What folly! 
Here is an instance of the “insufferable and. mate- 
rialistic pride” to which Mr. Bard attributes these 
privileged groups’ blindness. It is what he calls 
r“whistling in a graveyard to keep from facing 
reality.” 

The plain fact of the matter is that the farm 
problem today is a manpower problem, just as 
the basic problems of the war industries and the 
armed services are manpower problems. Mr. Bard 
will be tragically right about our losing this war 
if we cannot manage our affairs so that we have 
the number of men required for victory on the farms, 
in the factories and on the field of battle. 

This means we must become realistic about our 
manpower. We must have the over-all direction 
which alone can reconcile the draft quotas with the 
real needs of agriculture and industry. This means 
genuine control—conacription if necessary. 

There is no sense in saying that this is Hit- 
ler’s method, that it is arbitrary, that it is: dicta- 
torial, It is necessary. We can’t win the war with- 
out it, and we must—and will—do whatever is nec- 
essary to triumph. 

We can avoid the utter ruthlessness of the Nazis 
in applying these controls. We can, in general, ad- 
minister such a program with that respect for the 
individual which is characteristic of a democracy. 
But, fundamentally, we shall have to use the indi- 
vidual where he is needed. That is the price which, 
for the duration, he must pay for all his rights. 
Where will all these rights be if we lose this war? 

We may be losing the war at the moment, but 
we are not going to lose it in the end. Such is the 
temper of the nation, and, for their own good, the 
farm bloc and all the other pressure groups had bet- 
ter fall in line, This is the time for closing ranks, 
the time to work to win. 
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A POLL ON THE RUML TAX PLAN. 

The experts have been discussing the plan pro- 
posed by Beardsley F. Ruml, chairman of the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank, for collecting income 
taxes on a pay-as-you-go basis, beginning now, and 
waiving the taxes on last year’s income, due in 
1942, in order to get the program started. The pub- 
lic has now been heard from, too, in a poll conducted 
by the Scripps-Howard newspapers in their 18 cities. 
The verdict, to quote the Pittsburgh Press, is: 
“About nine out of 10 persons questioried hoped the 
plan would be adopted, and believed it would. work 
out to the benefit of the taxpayers and the Treasury 
alike.” 

It would make taxes easier to pay, said laborers, 
teamsters, boilermakers and sheet metal workers. A 
housewife approved it as a household budget plan 
applied to income tax. A business man thinks most 
Americans would prefer to have their taxes collected 
by the month. An investor said the Government 
would get more money and more quickly than under 
the present plan. A steel worker’s. wife said in- 
comes varied greatly from year to year in her hus- 
band’s occupation, and the Rumi plan would end the 
burden of trying to pay a heavy. tax in a lean year. 

Although Congress has not reacted favorably to 
the novel plan, this poll presents some evidence 
worth considering. : 
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THOSE GEN. FORREST YARNS. 

Not so long ago, the Baltimore Sun carried an 
interesting article pointing out that Gen. Nathan 
Bedford Forrest, the Confederacy’s‘ great cavairy 
leader, never did utter those famous words: “I gits 
thar fustest with the mostest mén.” It cited authori- 
ties in convincing manner. Now, in the latest issue 
of the Infantry Journal, there appears a letter from 
a Colonel who says Forrest’s son “was a good 
friend of mine.” He objects strenuously to the 
“fustest” quotation in the Infantry Journal and 
comments: “You will be lucky if you have not of- 
feuded a lot of officers with that stuff about Gen. 
Forrest. Am of the opinion that it would be wise 
not to send any more of it out.” : 

Apparently, the Infantry Journal will abide by 
that request, but Lieut. Gen. Ben Lear has had a 
problem dumped in his lap. There was published a 
few days ago a most interesting 668-page book en- 
titled “School of the Citizen Soldier.” Two Army of- 
ficers are named as editors and the material is said 
to comprise “the educational program prepared for 
8% Second Army at the direction of the Army Com- 
mander, Lieut. Gen. Ben Lear.” The book contains 
the Forrest anecdote that aroused the Colonel's ire 
and also another about the soldier who persistently 
wrote in for furloughs until Forrest grabbed the ap- 
plication from his adjutant and wrote actoss it: “I 
told you twicet goddamit no.” .

Newsweek's “Periscope” department, which doesn’t 
do so badly at revealing what's behind the news, 
said recently: “Reporters are complaining about the 
newly-organized Navy public relations department, 
saying they are getting eveh less news than before.”

“Never has so much been kept from so maty by 
so few.” 

Yet Capt. Leland P. Lovette, new head of the 
Navy’s public relations department, said here last 
month that the people must expect terrible casualties 
before long. Lieut. Gen. Ben Lear recently predicted 
losses of two million to three million men. 

The toll will be heavy, of course, and the people 
will accept it as they must. It can be lightened 
if the people know that the Army and Navy have 
taken them into their confidence as much as they 
can without aiding the Axis. It must be remem- 
bered that the American people will not accept 
anything approaching the totalitarian formula of 
releasing as little information as possible and dilut- 
ing the unpleasant truths. 
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ITEM FOR BERLIN. 

The most discouraging news we can think of 
today for the German Admiralty is the fact that 
Henry J. Kaiser, the man who was just a photog- 
rapher in Lake Placid not so many years ago, 
has launched another Liberty freighter—this time 
only 10 days after the laying of the keel. The new 
record cuts a full two weeks from his previous one, 
and. he says his next ship will touch water in even 
shorter time. 

By the way, Admiral Raeder might suggest to his 
U-boat captains that they keep an eye on the skies. 
They might see a sky-truck with the Kaiser trade- 
mark on its wings. 

Those Americans are at it again. 
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THE ARMY NEEDS 20,000 MORE DOCTORS. 

The fact that our armed forces want 20,000 more 
doctors, and want them in short order, puts this 
nation right up against the tough problém of meet- 
ing military medical requirements and also seeing 
that civilian health does not suffer. It brings home: 
the words that Paul V. McNutt, head of the War 
Manpower Board, spoke at the last Américan Medical 
Association convention: “There will be no ‘business 
as usual’ for physicians at home any more than 
there can be for the physicians in the military 
services,” 

In the last 18 months, the armed services have 
enrolled 22,000 doctors, leaving 159,000 in private 
practice, of whom 15,300 are over 70 years old. And 
already the question of having doctors enough to 
go around is becoming serious. A few days ago, Dr. 


4 George A. Sherman, director of tuberculosis control 


in Michigan, admitted that enlistment of the State’s 
specialists in tuberculosis control and a rising tide 
of migration from the South, where tuberculosis is 
prevalent, holds a serious menace for Michigan, The 
4742 beds in the State’s approved sanatoria are 
filled, “but instead of the usual chest surgeon for 
every 50 patients, wé have one for every 100.” 

In Philadelphia, a “marked increase” in cerebro- 
spinal meningitis has been reported with 47 cases 
and 11 deaths so far this year, compared with 11 
cases and three deaths in the same period last year. 
The. increase was laid to the overcrowding caused 
by the influx of war workers. 

There is no’ cause.for alarm in these two reports, 
but they should serve ag warnings of the importance 
of guarding health at a time when the heaviest de- 
mands are being made on the country’s medical 
profession. St. Louis, as a war production center, 
must be on its guard. The least it can do is to 
eradicate its rats, provide more hospital facilities 
for the Negroes and hold fast to its anti-smoke 
standards. . | 


THESE MEN WHO GATHER THE WAR NEWS 

Verne Haugland, Associated Press correspondent, 
is back from the land of the dead: Last Aug. 7 he 
parachuted from an Army plane during a storm ovér 
the New Guinea jungle wilderness. Several crewmen 
reached safety, but hope was abandoned for Haug- 
land. Now he has been found, emaciated and de- 
lirious from malaria, hunger and exhaustion, but 
expected to recover. 

Another Associated Presa correspondent, Larry 
Allen, disappeared in the British raid on Tobruk 
nearly two weeks ago. Allen had survived the ter- 
rible bombing of the Illustrious and was nearly 
drowned when the Galatea was torpedoed. In ail, 
World War II ha® taken a toll of eight American 
war correspondents dead, 17 wounded or injured and 
four missing. . 

There are hundreds of other American newspaper 
men going about their business of risking life and 
limb to provide vivid first-hand accounts of tank 
battles, of men in the desert fighting thirst, burning 
sun and the foe, of swift battles high in the clouds, 
of devastation spread by aerial bombings and ma- 
chine-gunnings, of shattered ships slipping beneath 
the waves. 

They do much to counter the monotony of many 
a skimpy or stereotyped official communique. And 
too often they are forgotten. They should be re- 
membered ag the heroes they are, often enduring 
grueling hardships, frequently in the gravest dan- 
ger, and always on the alert for a chance to come 
through with a good story, -They are an honor

Seated in the temperate latitudes of a | 


new continent, with free hands, free hearts, 
free brains and free tongues, we are called 
to a destiny as manifest as the great hero- 
ism and the lofty principle that made us 
a nation. That destiny is the utmost de- 
vélopment of liberty. 

The attempt is persistently making to 
destroy the very root of the American doc- 
trine of liberty, which is the equality of 
human rights based upon our common hu- 
manity. The ultimate scope of that doc- 
trine is the absolute personal and political 
freedom of. every man; the right, that is to 
gay, of every man to think and speak and 
act, subject to the equal rights of other 
men, protected in their exercise by com- 
mon consént, of law. It declares that men 
are to be deprived of personal liberty only 
for crime, and that political liberty is the 
only sure guarantee of personal freedom.

Sow then are we born equal? The equal- 

ity which underlies our doctrine of liberty 
is an equality of right. And there is no 
limitation to this right. It is not true of 
some men and untrue of others. If any 
man has it, all men have it. So august fs 
the American doctrine of liberty that it 
promises endless progress.

It ig as sure as sunrise that men and 
nations, either in their own lives and 
characters or in those of their descend- 
ants, will pay the penalty of injustice and 
immorality.

PENSION ROLLS 
NOTOUTOFLINE 


Differences in Law From 
That of Many States 
Said to Increase Num- 
ber on Missouri Lists. . 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 25. — 
Missouri does not hold adults le- 
gally responsible for the support 


“ef their aged parents, as do more 
than one-half the states of the 
Union. Missouri does not take a 
lien on property of the recipients 
of old-age assistance money, as & 
majority of the states do. Mis- 
souri does not require its cities 
and counties to aid in financing 
old-age payments to their pension- 
ers, as nearly one-half the states 
do. 

Considering these facts, Melvin 
W. Sneed, director of research and 
statistics for the Missouri Social 
Security Commission, holds that 

* this State’s old-age assistance rolls 
are “not out of line with those of 
comparable states,” meaning the 
states which also lack these safe- 
guards against the enrolling of per- 
sons not in need of public assist- 
ance, : 

Comparable States Listed. 


Missouri, as shown by a classifi- 
cation made by Sneed in the cur- 
rent quarterly review of the com- 
mission’s work, is one of 10 states 
in which between 30 and 40 per 
cent of all persons 65 years old 
and above received old-age assist- 
ance. All the others in this class 
are Western and Southern states. 
Texas, Colorado, Utah and Wash- 
ington have 40 to 50 per cent of 
persons over 65 on the assistance 
rolls, and Oklahoma alone exceeds 
50 per cent. Twenty states run 
between 20 and 30 per cent, and 
13, including the Atlantic Coast 
states from Maine through Vir- 
ginia, except Massachusetts, and 
including Kansas and Alabama, 
have a percentage smaller than 20, 

Sneed said there is no evidence 
any considerable number of per- 
sons who are ineligible, under the 
Missouri standards of requirement, 
are receiving old-age assistance. If 
the requirements were more strict, 
it would be another matter. 

The commission, the Sneed re- 
port states, “is not engeging in 
criticism of the existing law, or 
recommending changes in it. In 
presenting this analysis, no recom- 
mendations are being made as to 
what the law should provide: The 
only objective has been to throw 
some light on why the relative size 
of the rolls differs among various 
states. 

“If under the present Missouri 
law, the administration of old-age 
assistance should lead to an exten- 
sion of aid beyond the scope de- 
sired by the people of the State, it 
obviously is the prerogative of the 
people to change the law. It is the 
duty of the State Social Security 
Commission only to administer old- 
age assistance as provided by law, 
and within the limits of the funds 
made available for that purpose, 

»Pension Plan Figures. 

The announced aim of the Mis- | 
souri Pension Society, which spon- 
sored the proposed 29-million-dollar 
amendment to the State Constitu- 
tion, is to increase the average of 
Missouri old-age pensions from the 
present $13 60 to $40 a month. This, 
it is estimated by Parke M. Banta, 
State Social Sécurity Administra- |- 
tor, would require 109 million dol- 
lars every two years for the 114,- 
221 persons now on the roll, and 
more than 312 million if all the per- 
sons 65 years old and over were 
on the roll. The present cost is 40 
million dollars every two years.

THE CHILDREN, knowing how their parents feel about 
such mistakes, hate to distress them and suffer their trouble 
in silence.

Once the story 
is poured out, the guilt released, the child feels free, cleansed 
and is ready to go on again. Not in the old mistaken way. His 
suffering has made that way less tempting, but in the way he 
knows to be the better one. Sometimes parents are jealous of 
those to whom their children confide their troubles. They 
should not be. If this friend is wise, and he usually is, he 
listens in silence, with understanding and without condoning 
the mistake, indicates that there is a chance for redemption, a 
chance for a new start.

North-South were using the 
Blackwood convention and South's 
four no trump bid therefore asked 
for aces. North’s five no trump 
response announced all four of 
these valuable cards and South 
then, somewhat optimistically, took 
the plunge into a grand slam. 
Needless to say, this was a bad 
contract since the combined hands 
lacked the trump king. It is “good 
percentage” to contract for a small 
slam that may require a success- 
ful finesse, but grand slam con- 
tracts should not be reached unless 
it is at least two to one that they 
will be “cold.” 


As a matter of fact, this contract 
unquestionably would have suc- 
ceeded against any normal opening 
lead on West’s part. With 10 
trumps in the combined hands, 
missing the king, declarer certainly 
would have finessed, since that is 
the correct percentage play. West, 
however, made a selection that 
was bound to distort the picture 
for declarer and make him aban- 
don pure mathematics. That selec- 
tion was the trump six! 


Now put yourself in South’s posi- 
tion when the dummy appeared. 
Was it conceivable, South asked 
himself, that West would have led 
away from the trump king against 
a grand slam? Obviously, the an- 
swer was an emphatic yes, but 
South did not arrive at that an- 
swer. He thought it inconceivable. 
Hence, figuring that his only 
chance was to find East with the 
blank heart king, he put up dum- 
my’s ace. That was that! 

West’s lead was not only bril- 
liant, it was also sound. The bid- 
ding had told West all too clearly 
that the heart ace was not under, 
but over, his king. North’s open- 
ing two no trump bid had sug- 
gested this; his five no trump re- 
sponse to the Blackwood four no 
trump had confirmed it. Hence, 
the only way that West could hope 


to make the king was to throw.
